SACRAMENTO, Feb. 28,—The first 
shipment of California poppies to the 
schoo! children of the Middle East will 
leave Sacramento March 10. In the 
shipment will be several thousand in- 
dividual plants, and each one ad- 
dressed to some scholar in the East 
and sent by a student of the local 
High School. 

The Floral Committee today re- 
ceived 1300 requests for poppies from 
Illinois and Indiana. Nearly 4 million 
poppy plants will be bent to the 
school children of the East by local 
students this summer. Each plant 
will be inclosed in a neat little card- 
board carton bearing the name of 
the sender.

ONLY TWO MIDLIONS OFF.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 28. ttaches 
of State Controller Nye's office who 
prepared the recent statement sum- 

marizing appropriations requested of 
the Legislature today, discovered an 
error in their computations which in- 
creases, the sum asked approximately 
two millions. The item found to con- 
tain errors was that proposing an in- 
crease in the amount of money ap- 
portioned to elementary and high 
schools. 

The annual increase in State sup- 
port to schools would be $1,900,000 if 
a bill proposing an apportionment of 
$18 instead of $13 a pupil now in ef- 
fect is passed. In making up the 
summary the Controller's office made 
the proposed $1,900,000 annual in- 
crease appear as a biennial increase. 

The amount should have been just 
twice that amount or $3,800,000.

One piece of construction work 
called for ten miles of oiled con- 
crete road in Los Angeles county 
from Rancho Encino to Calabasas, 
The highway engineers estimate for 
the work about $61,151. The bids 
received for this work were, J. H. 
Considine, Los Angeles, 161.295; 
Leigh G. Gornsey, Los Angeles, $62,- 
999; Rogers Brothers, Los Angeles, 
$61,389: J. M. Montgomery, Alham- 
bra, $62,990: George Venson, & Sons, 
Los Angeles, $68,288: Bent & Penne- 
baker, Los Angeles, $95,722: John D.

The Los Angeles county section of 
the State highway is designated as 
division 7, route 2, section B.
